“thaw” has materially reduced the sur- 
plusage of snow at orjnear the mines.

We do not see much hope of 
relief if the weather continuescold. A

Arter deprecating returning boards, 
and military interference with the gov- 
ernments of the states, Gov. Hubbard, 
of Connecticut, in his tmaugural ad- 
dress, says: 

If the people of the south are unfit for selt 
governinent, better, if It were possible, to create 
there a dictator, who. being dependent on no 
‘party, wonld have no party to serve ; or, accept- 
ing an equally lawless alternative, remand the 
states into a condition of territorial dependence 
‘aad attempt another experiment of reconstruc- 
tion, than to tolerste the usages and methods 
which are fatal toall the traditions of liberty, 
and which, if continued, cannot fail in the end 
o destroy our whole system of-free government, 
or bad'examples are contagious. The military 
enginery which is trained in ome state to-day at 
the caprice of a single man may be trained in 
another to=ni0rrew.

If for instance the prima facie pro 
gramme, which was the republican 
plan until Governor Grover, of Uregon 
spoilt it, isto be adopted, Mr. Tilden 
has 185 votes and is elected. 

If on the-contrary congress isto go 
behind the certificates and count the 
votes as given by the people of the 
states, Mr. Tilden has 196 and with 
South Carolina 203 votes and of course 
is elected. 

It the 22d joint rule is to be readopt- 
ed, allowing either house to object to 
the counting of astate, of course the 
heuse of representatives will object to 
the counting of Louisiana, Florida and 
ae South Carolinafor Governor 

ayes. It can not be supposed that! 
the house will ever consent te have 
these states counted as manipulated 
by returning boards, who have usurp- 
ed powers not conferred by the laws 
of’ those states, and expressly denied 
by the courts in two of them. The 
result, on that plan, would be 'o leave 
Mr, Hayes with only 166 votes, and 
therefore not elected. 

If the bill of Senator Morten now 
before the senate, on motion of Senator 
Edmunds, should be passed, requiring 
all votes to be counted from states 
which have sent up but one set of cer- 
tificates, or the one counted npon 
which both houses agree, where there 
are two returns, then also would the 
result be Mr. Tilden’s election. 

Again, 1f that clause of the constitu- 
tion which requires for the election of 
a president a majority of all the elect- 
ors appointed be conetrued to mean 
4 majority of electors legally 
chosen, and the votes of one or 
more states should be _ rejected, 
then it would leave 184 
votes a majority, and Ma 
Tilden is elected. Or if the other con- 
struction be given to that clause (viz.), 
that it requires 185 votes to elect, that 
is a majority of all the elector; appoint- 
ed whether counted or not, then al- 
though there would be no election by 
the people in case any state were re- 
jected, yet the house would elect and 
would elect Mr. Lilden. 

But suppose the joint committee 
should fail to agree and the cougtin 
be left where the-constitutign-lewVéa. 
—to the iwo houses. In that case the 
vote of no state to which objection 
were made could be lawfully counted ; 
because as counting is an affirmative 
act to be pertormed by both houses it 
can not be done by one, lat is the 
business of both jointly cannét be per- 
formed by oneseparately. Ingach state 
therefore where there are more than one 
set of returns, neither could be counted 
if objection were made. A count by one, 

where it is clearly made the daty of 
two, isnocountatall, Thereis, I think, 
no answer to this positioa ; for to count, 
and of course to count correctly, 
is the clear mandate of the constitution 
to the two houses of congress. But 
suppose the republicans assume the 
position that.every state must be count- 
ed unless objection is made by both 
houses, and that in those states from 
which two returne are sent up, that 
one shall be counted unless both houses 
object, which comes clothed with the 
forms of Jaw, with the governor's signa- 
ture attached. Suppose further, that 
they base this claim on the doctrine 
that each state has a right to its electo- 
ral vote. Then the answer to the first 
position is the one I have already given, 
viz: that the constitution requires the 
two houses jointly to count, and not 
jointly to object. The vote to be 
counted is what, by the constita- 
tion, toth must agree upon, and not 
the vore to be rejected. And the an- 
ewer t: the state rights doctrine, falsely 
so-called, is, that when a state speaks 
in matters affecting the interests of all 
the othe’ states, it must be permitted 
to speak the voice of its people and not 
the voice of a lawiess and corrupt re- 
turning board. The thirty-seven other 
states are entitled to protection against 
the torced and false utterances of a 
throttled state: Better that a state be 
silenced forever than that: #she should 
under compulsion speak an untruth, 
the precise reverse of the verdict ren- 
dered by a large majority of her people, 

But Jet us go further. Suppose the 
house of representatives should abdi- 
cate its trust, and should consent to go 
through the merely ridiculous form of 
counting those returns which in the

I consented, and 
in a short time he came back. He asked me, 
“Ie she not dying?" I madc no reply, but toid 
him to take a seat beside the bed. He did so. 
and in a few minutes his poor wife died, I hast- 
ily wrote a note to Mr. English, in care of Mr. 
Miilaa, stating the jacts. Afterward I saw Mr. 
Simmons, aud he said that he would send a po- 
liceman and get him to call atthe house. This 
morniug 1 called at Fribbal’s house again, She 
was laid out, and her husband was off attending 
to getting a coffin and her tuneral, These 
things should not be. What excuse the ward 
physician had for his delay in atiending to th- 
poor woman I know not; but if one-ha f is true 
that the poor woman’s busband told me and 
vthers, his wife was most awfully negiected 
How many other families there are in the city I 
do not know, but it should be made the duty of 
some one to hunt up and report at once to the 
proper authorities all such cases.
